>THE QUESTION: Who should get to keep the remains of the radio (which, though 
>damaged, is still usable)? 


The shipper's insurance company gets the radio. The shipper's insurance 
company provided insurance to the seller. The seller has made a claim for 
the total value of the radio which the insurer has honored. Thus, the 
seller's insurance company has the rights to the scrap radio. 


The "ethical" thing to do would be for the seller to inform the shipping 
company of the location of the radio and its salvage value, then ask them 
what they want to do: pick it up, allow the seller to purchase it for the 
salvage value, or just let it go as is. The seller's insurance company is 
unlikely to want the radio. If the shipper decides to transfer their 
rights to the radio back to the seller, he may then charge the buyer the 
salvage value of the radio, or agree to pay the shipping charges to have it 
returned to him.
